Drawings 

1 . The proposed drawing correction and/or the proposed substitute sheets of drawings, filed 
on 2/12/03 have been approved. A proper drawing correction or corrected drawings are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The correction to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. This application has been filed with informal drawings which are acceptable for 
examination purposes only. Formal drawings will be required when the application is allowed. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the amendment to 
the Specification filed 2/12/03, paper number 10, has not been entered because the paragraph 
numbers do not match those of the original Specification. In particular, the original Specification 
ends with paragraph [0138]. However, the amendment begins with paragraph [0142]. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 



4. Claims 33-38 are still objected to because of the following informalities: line 1, "31" 
should be changed to —32—. Appropriate correction is required. 



5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 



(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty 
defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published 
under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was published under 
Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention 
by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the 
purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined 
in section 351(a). 



6. Claims 1-13, 18-22, and 24-38 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Schein et al (6,388,714) for the same reasons as set forth in Section 7 of the last 
office action, paper number 5, dated 10/18/02. 

With respect to the newly amended limitations, Schein et al already discloses displaying 
television programs, hyperlinks and corresponding data at the interactive television system 
(Fig. 12); and pausing the display of a television program 410 that is displayed at the television 
system in response to a selection of a hyperlink that is displayed with the television program. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



(e) the invention was described in- 
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Applicant also asserts on page 14 of the Remarks that Schein et al fails to illustrate a 
pause button on the remote control. However, it is submitted that one of ordinary skill in the art 
would have had no difficulty in realizing that the pause function is inherently included in a 
remote control. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Intel 
Intercast Technologies in view of Nakata et al (5,426,534). 

Although Intel Intercast Technologies discloses substantially the same interactive 
computer system that is configured for displaying television programs, hyperlinks and 
corresponding data at the interactive television system, it is noted Intel Intercast Technologies 
differs from the present invention in that it fails to particularly disclose any VCR functions as 
specified in claims 1-38. Nakata et al however, in Figures 2-9, teaches the concept of such well 
known method of pausing the display of a television program 16 that is displayed at the 
television system. 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made, having both the references of Intel Intercast Technologies and Nakata et al 
before him/her, to exploit the common pause function of a television system as taught by Nakata 
et al in the interactive television system of Intel Intercast Technologies in order to avoid missing 
any part of the television program. 

9. Claims 1-38 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schein 
et al in view of Nakata et al (5,426,534). 

Assuming arguendo that the remote control 410 of Schein et al can not be used to pause 
the television program being displayed at the television system, Nakata et al however, in 
Figures 2-9, teaches the concept of such well known method of pausing the display of a 
television program 16 that is displayed at the television system. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made, having both the references of Schein et al and Nakata et al before him/her, 
to exploit the common pause function of a television system as taught by Nakata et al in the 
VCR 430 of Schein et al in order to avoid missing any part of the television program. 

Response to Arguments 

10. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-38 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
